In  1  SOU  Senator  8 her¬ 
nia  n  raid:  "The  ooutmctlon  of  the  cur¬ 
rency  is  a  far  more  dlstres*ing  operation 
than  senator*  suppose.  Our  own  and 
other  nations  have  gone  through  that 
ntion  before.  It  is  not  possible  to  take  that 
voyage  without  the  sorest  distress.  To  ev¬ 
ery  person,  except  a  capitalist  out  of  debt 
ora  salaried  officer  or  annuitant,  It  is  a 
period  of  loss,  danger,  lassitude  of  trade, 
fall  of  wages,  susixuision  of  enterprise, 
bankruptcy  and  disaster.  It  means  ruin  to 
all  dealers  whose  debts  are  twice  their 
business  capital,  though  one-third  less 
than  their  actual  property.  It  means  the 
fall  of  all  agricultural  production  without 
any  great  reduction  bf  taxes.  What  pru 
dent  man  would  dare  to  build  a  house,  a 
railroad,  a  factory  or  a  barn  with  this  cer¬ 
tain  fact  betore  him?”  As  I  have  said  be¬ 
fore.  the  salaried  officer  referred  to  must 
be  tbe  man  whose  salary  is  fixed  for  life 
and  not  the  man  whose  salary  depends 
upon  busliiCM  conditions.  When  Mr.  Sher¬ 
man  describes  contraction  of  tbe  currency 
as  disastrous  to  all  the  people  except  the 
capitalist  out  of  debt!  and  those  who  stand 
in  a  position  similar  to  his,  he' to  stating  a 
truth  which  must  be  apparent  to  every  per¬ 
son  who  will  give  tbs  matter  careful  con¬ 
sideration.  Mr.  Sherman  was  at  that  time 
speaking  of  tbe  contraction  of  tbe  volume 
of  taper  currency,  but  the  principle  which 
be  set  forth  applies  If  there  is  a  contrac¬ 
tion  of  the.  volume  of  the  standard  money 
of  the  world.
